More emphasis should be 
placed upon getting welfare 
messages out of a disater area 
Father than upon getting traffic 
inta the area, One reason for 
this 4s that delivery of incom 
ing traffic Is otten difficult or 
impossible since local phone 
lings and transportation are 
crippled. Outgoing welfare traf 
fle ean be solicited by amateur 
stations located at local disas~ 
tor headquarters, oF RedCross 
and Salvation Army chow Lines, 
fete. Spot annowneomonts made 
fon nearby broadcast stations 
could alert the people in the 
Gisaster zone about the need to 
otlty their Felatives ASAP via 
the amateur nets. Nearly every 
family bas a transistor radio, 
ani the word would quickly 
spread. 


By stressing outgoing traffic 
only one message is handled 
going out, rather than handling 
an incoming message first, and 
then an outgoing reply. More 
Se of “hot line” elzcuits to 
the nearest large ley city should 
be made, A station inthe dis- 
aster location that does nothing 
‘but sond (or receive) arounathe 
clock usiag CW or RTTY could 
handle a huge volume of traffic.

By putting the filter at the output of 
the product dotoetor, the pass band of theAGC detector is also 
restricted, 

“inboard? filters wore designed and built for the Galaxy 
¥ and Swan 950 transcelyers, Each uses tro cepacitive coupled 
IC filters followed by common emitter ampliliers to compen 
Site for Iss in the fillers, Although different coils arm capa~ 
citors were ured for cach filter, there is basically wo differ 
‘ence between the tro. 

The filter for the Galaxy Y uses two UTC variable inductors 
‘with 30% taps. Signal is fed into and taken out at these low 
Ampodines taps so thet a minimum of loading takes place. 
With both coils being adjustable, band width and center fre 
quaney can each be easity changed, 

The filter tor the Swan 250 uses two of the popular && mh. 
toroids. Although fixed components are useg [oF ths filter, 
center frequency may be changed by changing the value of 
both of the .5 mfd, capacitors. Two degrees ot selectivity are 
Obtainable by switching in either one or beth of the LC etreutts, 

Bandwidihs of less than 100 cycles were obtained with exch 
version of this filter. Both filters were bullt into their respee- 
tlve transceivers. The filter switeh for theGalaxy was mounted 
‘on the front panel; the switch for the Swan was placed on the 
Fear apron, This lype of filter could be easily adapted to any 
Teceiver using a product detector and audio derived AGC.
